LORD WILLI NGDON, VICEROY 


MO HIGHER TRIBUTE COULD BE PAID 

“ ^ to the statesmanlike qualities aud record of 
Lord Willingdon than his appointment as Viceroy 
of India in succession to Lord Irwin, which was an¬ 
nounced in a dispatch to The Times from London 
yesterday. It indicates that in the opinion of tha 
Government of Great Britain there is no other avail¬ 
able man to amply qualified by experience, knowl¬ 
edge of India and its people and, above all, by ex¬ 
ceptional virtues of mind and heart, for the incom¬ 
parably difficult post to which our Governor-General 
will go when he relinquishes hit office at Ottawa. 
Never since the mutiny, more than seventy years ago, 
have the problem of the great Oriental empire been 
more formidable, more complex or more fraught with 
prospects of vast good ot harm, and never have they 
demanded more experienced and sympathetic con¬ 
sideration and treatment. ' 

Lord Willingdon understands India, its people 
and their aspirations in an intimate way. ’ For eleven 
years he was governor of Madras and during that 
period won the high e s teem of the inhabitants of those 
localities by his tact, moderation and the genuine 
interest he took in their welfare. But there is a 
deeper significance in his appointment than can be 
found In his association with India, his own amiable 
personal qualities or his distinguished record as the 
deputy of the king overseas. It lies in the fact that 
Lord Wtllingdon will go from the first British country 
oversea! to develop Dominion status to the latest one 
whine chief aspiration is to adopt a similar system. 

Canadian confederation under responsible gov¬ 
ernment was the herald of an entirely new imperial 
idea, and was the model upon which the other self- 
governing Dominions subsequently organized them¬ 
selves. Now India desires to follow a similar course. 
Them is every indication that enlightened opinion in 
Great Britain shares her aspiration and that an ef¬ 
fort will be made to bring this about The experi¬ 
ment could not be tried under more favorable auspices 
than under Lord Willingdon, who has so successfully 
performed the duties of his high office in Canada, 
and who therefore combines a practical knowledge 
of Dominion autonomy with an equally close famili¬ 
arity with the affairs of India. That the new viceroy 
wijl prove a decisive factor in the satisfactory com¬ 
position of India’s difficulties will be the confident 
expectaiiaa of she people of Canada, whose, be* 
wishes will accompany him on his important mission.

They think that 
nothing can be which is -not comprehensible by their 
little minds. All minds, Virginia, whether they be men's 
or chldren’s are little. In this great universe of ours 
mah is a mere insect, an ant, in his intellect, as com¬ 
pared with the boundless world, about hipi, as measured 
by the intelligence capable of grasping the whole of 
truth and knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa C'laus. He exists as 
certainly as love, and generosity and devotion exist, 
and you know that they abound and give to your life 
its highest beauty and joy. Alas! how dreary would 
be the world if there were no Santa Claus! It would 
be as dreary as if there were no Virginia, fhere would 
be no childlike faith then, no poetry, no romance to 


make tolerable this existence. We should have no en¬ 
joyment, except in sense and sight!

No Santa Claus! Thank God! In; lives, and he live* 
forever. A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
times ten thousand years from now, he will continue 
to make glad the heart of childhood.

Beau¬ 
mont and Fletcher. Milton. Samuel Butler. Pope. 
Shenstone. Oay and Oray. He found a large p*?t 
of his reading In the |lfe about him. la which he 
toefe an active part. Scoriae that have oome down 
ebow him a practical Joker of a kind not always 
appreciated by the authorities of a grave and 
reverend university., at whose expense the Jokes 
were not Infrequently practiced. 

The bursar students were economically but 
monotonously fed. and at their table the rabbit 
aa a cheap gnd nutritious animal appeared with 
remarkable frequency, ft was the custom for eech 
student in turn to "say grace." On one occasion 
when it fell to Ferfueeon to do so he startled 
•tudtnte gnd staff with this rhymed cfftwlon: 

"For rabbits young end for rabbits old. 


R EADKts and lovers of Burns are num¬ 
bered by thousands, but bow few think 
of the man of whom he wrote in a let¬ 
ter now in the British Museum: 
"Rhyme, except some religious pieces 
that are in print. X had given up; but meeting 
with Ferguaeon's Scottish Poems 1 strung anew 
my wildly-sounding lyre with emulating vigor." 
Elsewhere he speaks of the "excellent Ramsay 
and the still more excellent Pergucson." These 
references may be taken as representative of hie 
written opinion; but In 1788 he paid a still more 
remarkable tribute to his predecessor. 

Not often do we see a poet at a poet's grave, 
and a neglected grave at that—for Edinburgh had 
quickly forgotten the singer who was peculiarly 
her own. In the month of November. 1786. Robert 
Burns arrived In the capital city to make his 
entrance on the literary stage of the day. and 
one of hie flrej sets was to seek out in the Canon- 
gate Klrkyard tbs lowly grass-grown grave where 
twelve years bsfore was laid the "poor wasted and 
worn body" of one whom Andrew Leng once 
called "Burna's master." In that presence the 
Ayrshire poet bared his head and with poaflorate 
tears knelt and kissed the mantling rod. Bu\ not 
satisfied wftfr these expr e ssi ons oT reeimg n« 
wrote e letter to the "Honorable Bailies of .the 
Canongate” In which he asked permission to lay 
a stone over the grave. The letter Is worth read¬ 
ing flvfull: "Oentlemrn. I am sorry to be told

But he had other employment in hie leisure 
hours. He wrote verses after the manner of the 
favorite poets of the day. pastorals and elegies 
and three songs for an opera. Then suddenly 
In 1771 he published "The Daft Days" with us 
praise of Tullochgorum, and the "Elegy on the 
Death of Scots Music." and the Scotsmen hailed 
a new poet In the old torque of their people: 

"Can lav‘rocks at the dawning day. 

Can Unties chlrmlng free the spray. 

Or toiling burns that smoothly play 
O’er gowden bed. 

Compare wT Blrgs of Indermsy? 

But now they’re dead. 

O Boot land! that could ye nee afford 

To bang the pith o' Roman sword, 

__ Winna your sons, wl* Joint accord. 

To batfle speed. 

And fight till Music be restored. 

Which now Use dead?" 

These poems were published in Ruddlman's 
Weekly, which at that time occupied a place In 
Bdlntotxrah Journalism rri Scottish l i t e r a t ure 
oomparab.'e to that of the Glasgow Weekly Cltlwn 
In the eighteen-sixties and seventies. They were 
followed in qulok succession by * others, all In 
BeotUah and all marked by an extraordinary 
power of uaine the quaint and picturesque vo¬ 
cabulary of the common speech, a sparkling 
vivacity of thought and'expression. a kindly 
genial humor, and s keen feeling for the beauties 
of Nature. 

But gifts such as his were dangerous In the 
Edinburgh of those eighteenth century days, it 


bast, for literature is a wonderful leveUer. and 
there, too. a few year* later Robert Burns Joined 
the "bright and constant blase." 

Edinburgh q ( those days had many clubs and 
societies whose members were bound togethei 
by a love of conviviality as well ae by by-laws and 
peculiar Initiations and alms, home were more 
seemly than others, but It Is questionable whe¬ 
ther many of them would have met with favor 
to-day among men of tbs same type ae those 
who then patronised them. Chief among them 
was the Cape Club and among Its men of re¬ 
nown the youthful clerk was enrolled on the 
com mends lion, no doubt, of hie poems with 
which all Edinburgh was delighted, it must 
have been a sere temptation. He had before 
him the example of grave Judges >nci learned 
lawyers, of men In high social position and re¬ 
sponsibility. in sn ago celebrated for its love of 
drinking and revelry. He was witty, talkative., 
full of jaet and Joke, and his company was 
greatly sought after. He became familiar with 
the scenes of Edinburgh’s chief hospitality, for 
In those days of small and contracted houses there 
was little domestic social life. The wonder Is that 
through it all be stood ae firmly as he did. Day 
after day he was at his desk prosecuting hie 
dreary labors. But hie evenings Were largely, if 
not wholly, at the disposal of hla friends, and 
they teem to have cast their glamour on the dull 
daylight hours. They 'were. Indeed, "daft days.” 
those two abort years from 1773 to 1774. 

Xn the latter he was taken seriously ill. and 
long before the year's end It was plain his mind

"The Cottar’s Saturday Night" is obviously 
suggested by Ferguason'a "The Farmer's Ingle" in 
tlMe and stanza.
